W. 0. Potter writing from Spokane to
the Oregonian concerning the scale bug
8AYS

‘}'Seeing in Yonr igsue of the 14th an
article on Oalifornia seale bug just
reaching Oregon, wish to say I have had
much experience in the use of corp'cr‘u
(sulphate of iron) as an agency in the
destruction of all maunner of lice and
enemies te froit aud flower trees in
Washington territory, and this spring at
Oukland, Cal. at 1061 Green street I
applied it to the roots of an almost
ruined white rose bush covered with the
geale and@in four weeks it had turned
from alsickly to a bright green and gcarce-
ly & seale bug to trouble it. They would
hateh and go to the tender end where
the iron taken up in the cireulation soon
made wreck of their fat comforts.

“Pake any berry tree or bush old or
young when the sup is flowing rapidly,
carefolly dig a trench around the (ree a
distance from the trunk to nicely reach
the ends of the fiberous roots, taking
care not to injure, then tistribnte from
a teacup full to even five pounds of cop-
yeras well pulverized, and you will sare-
}y catch your mat, Sap gucking insects
will let loose of this iron bitters and yoor
tree will smile and your fruit be much im-
proved in guality.  Don’t be stingy of
the iron. You can get at least fonr
pounds for 15 cents,~ On perpetual
growing or buearing shrubs or fruiting
trees it conld make bot lictle difference
wlhien put an.

ment. This is not a question of politics
but & matter of vital unportance to all.
Ifthe power of the Northern Pacific 1s
so great that the government is power-
less against it, the patents should be
issued to the company and their prop-
erty thus be wade to bear its proportion
of taxes. As it is now, this whole sec-
